2. Citations and explanations: 

Claims 1-27 meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(2)-(3), because the prior art does not teach or fairly suggest compounds 
according to formulae I and H as set forth in instant claims 1-23, and therefore also does not teach or suggest a pharmaceutical 
composition comprising or a method of using the same, as set forth in instant claims 24-27. 

Claims 1-27 meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(4), and thus have industrial applicability because the subject matter claimed 
can be made or used in the pharmaceutical and medical industries. 

Relevant prior art comes from WO 03/092586 (JIAO et al) t published 13 November 2003. The publication has inventors in common 
with the instant application. Compounds disclosed by JIAO et al are chemokine receptor modulators, and differ from the instantly 
claimed compounds in that no shared ring nitrogen is in the bicyclic ring moiety. JIAO et al's compounds share the l-amino-3- 
carbonyl-cyclopentyl pharmacophore possessed by the compounds according to the instant application.
